Chairman Hundt proposes 
Streamlining FCC 


FCC Chairman Reed Hundt has proposed 
actions to save money, including personnel 
reductions and facility closings. At least one FCC 
Commissioner immediately opposed the plan, 
which was announced when some commissioners 
were on vacation and Congress was in recess. 


Hundt said that although the FCC currently has 
fewer than its authorized personnel ceiling of 
2,271, steps would be taken to reduce the number 
of FCC employees to about 2,050. In addition to 
retirements and buyouts, the closing of some 
regional and field offices would result in about 120 

‘jobs lost, of which some 50 would be involuntary. 
Hundt said these 50 “reductions in force” (RIFs) 
would be the first in FCC history. 


Regional offices would be closed in Atlanta, 
Boston and Seattle, leaving their functions to 
regional offices in Chicago, Kansas City and San 
Francisco. Field offices would be closed in 
(leaving 16 still open): Buffalo, Miami, St. Paul, 
Norfolk, Portland (OR), Houston, San Juan, 
Anchorage, and Honolulu. 


All nine monitoring stations would be closed, 
as well as monitoring operations within four FCC 
field offices. “Fortunately” Hundt said 
“technological advances will permit us to replace 
these monitoring stations with a national automated 
monitoring network by the summer of 1996.” 


These nine monitoring stations are at Vero 
Beach, Florida; Belfast, Maine; Allegan, Michigan; 


> 


Douglas, Arizona; Livermore, California; Ferndale, 
Washington; Grand Island, Nebraska; Kingsville, 
Texas; and Powder Springs, Georgia. (Ed: I 
believe Grand Island was the first monitoring | 
station, and was selected because of it’s proximity 
to the geographical center of the U.S. [lat. 390 
50’N, long. 980 35’W)). 


Hundt said no monitoring function will be 
impaired; one facility, in Laurel/Columbia, 
Maryland, will be the central site for “electronic 
monitoring”. If approved by the full Commission, 
the monitoring stations and field offices would 
close by July 1996. No timetable was given for 
closing of the three regional offices. Long-time 
FCC Commissioner James H. Quello said, in a 
separate statement, that he was not prepared to 
support Hundt’s proposal. Quello said “I am 
concerned with the rushed timing of [Hundt’s} 
administrative approach. I believe any reductions 
should have been discussed with Commissioners 
in advance of a one day notice, particularly while 
Congress is in recess and some Commissioners are 
on vacation. 


“In my view, any reorganization of this 
commission must take careful account of our core 
functions, and assure that their integrity is not 
compromised. I am not sure that the plan described 
. . . will achieve this, particularly in light of the 
sharp disagreement that has arisen over the staffing 
and functions of the field offices of our Compliance 
and Information Bureau. In my opinion, there are 
other areas for reduction that do not involve. the 
vital local public service of the Compliance and 
Information Bureau in numerous large cities. 


“I will pay particularly close attention to 
assuring that those parts of the Commission that 
allocate the spectrum, safeguard its integrity, and 
license its use are not adversely impacted.” 


Domestic Radio Regulation 


The heading of this column, “FCC Highlights’, 
sometimes brings up the question “was it always

the FCC — when did regulation.of :radio 


commence, and who was in charge?””. The answer 
is no — the FCC was created in 1934, almost 25 
years after the first radio regulations were enacted. 
Here’s a brief history. 


Nearly everyone knows that the practical 
application of electromagnetic radiation and 
reception began with Marconi’s experiments in the 
last decade of the 19th century. 


At the outset the new invention seemed most 
suited to maritime communications, to enhance 
navigation, and to provide an unprecedented 
mechanism for obtaining assistance in 
emergencies. : 


Maritime communications are intrinsically 
international, and in the early years of telegraphy 
(1865, to be exact, an International Telegraph 
Union was established to facilitate international 
collaboration. 


In 1903 nine countries, including the United 
States, met in Berlin to undertake preliminary 
studies for the international regulation of radio. 
Similar action was underway in the U:S.; 
U.S. efforts at regulation, summarized below, are 
excerpted from “Two Hundred Meters and Down 

= The Story of Amateur Radio” by Clinton B. 
DeSoto, © 1936 by The American Radio Relay 
League Inc., West Hartford, CT). 


From 1902 to 1912, 28 bills dealing with radio 
and its regulation were introduced in Congress. 
One of these passed - the Act of June 24, 1910, 
mandating the carrying of radio apparatus and 
operators aboard certain ocean steamers. 


The Titanic disaster in 1912 highlighted the use 
of radio for rescue; and the great loss of life despite 
the use of radio was the impetus for regulations 
mandating the carrying of radio equipment and 
radio operators on all ocean-going ships, the 
examination and licensing of operators, and the 
development of specifications and type approval 
of equipment. An Act to regulate radio 


early’ 


communication was approved in August 1912. The 

implementing authority was the Department of 
Commerce, Bureau of Navigation, Radio Service. | 
It was this Act which relegated the radio amateurs 
to “200 meters and down’, as these wavelengths 

were “essentially worthless”, — . 


From 1912 until 1927 the Bureau of Navigation 
of the Department of Commerce issued all licenses, 
and made what few regulations that were necessary. 
By 1927 radio usage was widespread, and the 
Federal Radio Commission (FRC) was created to 
handle regulatory and licensing matters, still under 
the general supervision of the Secretary of 
Commerce. From 1927 until 1934 the FRC 
handled radio matters, while the Secretary of 
Commerce continued to regulate non-radio pats 
telephony and telegraphy) matters. 


In 1934 the two functions were combined under 
a new Federal Communications Commission, 
created by the Communications Act of 1934. The 
Communications Act, and the functions of the 
FCC, have undergone almost continuous change 
since 1934 == more than 100 changes have been 
enacted by Congress, some minor, some major. As 
you probably know, the most recent and perhaps 
the most comprehensive revision of the Act: is 
presently making its way through Congress. 


The Act as it now stands is voluminous and 
complex. It is more than 200 pages long, and is 
available along with other pertinent 
communications laws from the GPO, Washington 
DC 20402, at a cost of $19.00. GPO’s Document

Rogue Sunspot May Signal 
Start of Cycle 


Astronomers at the California Institute of 
Technology say they have identified the first new 
sunspot in the next sunspot cycle. 


Scientists at Caltech’s Big Bear Solar 
Observatory in Big Bear City, California, 
photographed the spot on August 12. 


“This makes us happy,” said Hal Zirin, 
professor of astrophysics at Caltech and director 
of the Big Bear facility. “The sun is a lot more 
interesting to study when things are going on.” 


Early in the 11-year sunspot cycle, sunspots 
appear rarely and at relatively high solar latitudes 
around 30 to 35 degrees then increase in frequency 
and appear at lower latitudes until they reach 
sunspot maximum, Caltech said. After this peak 
in activity, the number of sunspots slowly declines, 
and they appear ever closer to the sun’s equator 
until they reach a relatively quiet phase called 
sunspot minimum. 


The sun has been in a quiet period through 
much of 1994 and this year, with a few spots 


showing up near the equator. The new sunspot 
found on August 12 appeared at a solar latitude of 
21 degrees and its magnetic polarity is opposite to 
that seen over the last decade, a key to identifying 
it as “the manifestation” of the start of a new cycle, 
Caltech said. 


Scientists at Caltech said they expected an early 
beginning to Cycle 23, but not this early. “Sunspots 
in the new cycle should rapidly become more 
common and reach a high level of activity in 1998 
or 1999,” Caltech said. 


ARRL Replies to FCC’S 
Rules Change Proposals 


The ARRL has filed reply comments on FCC 
proposals of several rules changes, in WT Docket 
95-57. 


The League reiterated its original comments 
(detailed on pg 59 of September 1995 QST) and 
responded to several comments and suggestions 
by others. 


On the matter of a lifetime amateur operator 
license (an original ARRL proposal) versus 
granting to.an expired licensee credit for licenses 
previously held (the FCC’s proposal), the League 
said that while comments were mixed, those 
comments on the FCC’s proposal failed to consider 
a lifetime license as a superior alternative. 


The League cited its strong opposition to the 
idea of a volunteer examination “session manager,” 
saying that the shared responsibility of three 
volunteer examiners is crucial for continuing the 
integrity of the VE program. 


The League in its reply comments said that 
most others who commented supported its proposal 
to increase from two to four the number of licensed 
members required to constitute an Amateur Radio 
“club” for the purpose of obtaining a club station 
license.

Finally, the ARRL noted that almost no 
comments had been received, pro or con, on 
proposals to expand the ways to “sign portable” 
and to offer temporary 1X1 call signs to special 
event stations. 


California Group Plans 
1996 Radiosport Event 


A second World Radiosport Team 
Championship (WRTC) is scheduled to be held the 
weekend of July 13 and 14, 1996, in the San 
Francisco Bay area, sponsored by the Northern 
California Contest Club (NCCC). 


The competition will run in conjunction with 
the IARU HF World Championship, and the 
NCCC, WRTC-96’s host organization, hopes to 
publish formal rules soon. 


The WRTC pits two-person teams comprised 
of some of the world’s top operators in head—to— 
head competition. To emphasize operator ability, 
each team runs the same amount of power and 
operates from stations having similar antenna 
systems and located in the same geographical area. 


Amateur Radio on MIR by German Flyer DF4TR 


German Cosmonaut Thomas Reiter, DF4TR, 
has joined the Russian space station Mir, and will 
operate signing DPOMIR, during the European 
Space Agency’s EUROMIR 95 mission that began 
September 2. 


Reiter will use the 2—meter FM rig aboard Mir 
during the 135 days planned for his flight. Primary 
frequencies to be used (preferably in split mode) 
are 145.800, 145.550, and perhaps 145.200 MHz. 
QSLs for DPOMIR should be sent to the DARC 
QSL bureau. 


Oklahoma Amateurs Lauded for Efforts 


Oklahoma Senator Don Nickles has entered 
into the Congressional Record a tribute to 
volunteers who helped in the aftermath of the April 
bombing of the Murrah Federal Building in 
Oklahoma City, including Amateur Radio 
operators. 


Citing an “outpouring of love, selfless effort, 
and resources,” Nickles said the community is 
“indebted to those volunteers who created (a) silver 
lining” to the dark cloud of the tragedy. 


“Specifically,” Nickles said, Amateur Radio 
operators provided an essential service to rescue 
operations. Within minutes of the attack, operators 
were on the scene providing an emergency 
communication network that allowed for the 
organization of supplies as well as firemen, 
policemen, and rescue crews from countless 
communities. 


“Their contribution of 360 hours of service was 
made possible by donations from electronics 
companies such as the Oklahoma Community 
Communications Center,” Nickles said.

“Q” SYSTEM SHORTHAND 


“Thanks for the QSO on QRP. Sorry I had to 
QSY due to QRM at this QTH. No QRN or QSB 
tonight so QRU and please QSL.” Thank goodness 
you’re not a new ham or that string of “Q” signals 
might not mean a whole lot. Where did these 
shorthand symbols come from anyway? Well, they 
are a holdover from CW days when anything you 
could do to cut down on words was (and still is) a 
big help. The greatest advantage was that they were 
more or less adopted world wide to mean the same 
thing in any language. 


Following WW2, when hams came back on 
the air in force in late 1945 with reasonably 
powered war surplus rigs, DX became a practical 
reality to tens of thousands of US hams who had 
never had the chance before. One of the limitations 
was that we all spoke English (or something like 
it) but few of the overseas operators had mastered 
the English language. The “Q” system let you 
exchange information with a non-English speaking 
operator to make, carry on and QSL a contact. 
Today our overseas hams are largely fluent in 
English while we haven’t learned anything else. 


Land-line telegraphers were the first to adopt 
code shorthand. By the time this system had 
matured, you could walk into a Western Union 
office and consult a book full of canned messages 
listed by number, pick out your number, and that 
was all that needed to be sent. That represented a 
considerable savings of time on the line. The ARRL 
Official Relay system has a similar list of pre- 
assembled messages listed by number that are used 
for the same purpose. Line time was the limiting 
factor in traffic handling. Forty years ago a 
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telephone call to a point a thousand miles away 
could take a few hours to get a connection, we still 
had rotary dials, and a lot of people in smaller towns 
had to ring the operator and ask for a connection. I 
can remember being called back by the long 
distance operator who said it would be about 5 
hours until we would get the requested connection. 


“QST” was invented by ARRL and added to 
the list and became the title of the League’s 
magazine. Its adopted meaning is “calling all 
ARRL members”. 


Traffic nets use Q signals to achieve efficiency. 
The net control sends QNI, QTC ? (who wants to 
check in and list your traffic) then: N3ABC QSY 
up 5 QSP W4SBA QTC NY, NJ (N3ABC moves 
up 5KHz to transmit traffic for New York and New 
Jersey to W4SBA). W4SBA may ask QRS, QSK? 
which means send slower and can I use break-in 
while you are transmitting? If everything goes all 
right W4SBA replies QSL. If there is a question 
he can send QTB (my word count doesn’t agree 
with yours and I will repeat the first letter or number 
of each word group I copied). This is one reason it 
takes a lot of practice to be a proficient net operator. 


Of course the use of Q signals isn’t limited to 
CW operation. We all have phone QSO’s and 
occasionally QSL even though we had a lot of 
QRM and QRN along with serious QSB. Maybe 
you like to get out and try QRP from a remote QTH. 
A friend of mine tried his hand at CW QSOing 
through the Russian robot satellite a few years ago 
and he kept getting a reply QRQ, QRQ. When he 
looked it up the darn thing was telling him to send 
faster, he was taking up too much of the robot’s 
time! 


The Q signal convention has been in use for 
about 80 years. It grew and was refined and was 
introduced at the early 1920’s international 
telecommunication conventions where the 
International Morse code and the first international 
frequency allocations were agreed. At home the 
hams had already been sent to 200 meters and down 
where we wouldn’t do any harm! QRZ?

Send a holiday 
message today. Get out your December holiday list 
and send folks a message. 


The text can read something like, “Thinking 
of you on __ _____” (Hanukkah, Xmas, 
whatever) Make it a book. That is, you send the 
same text to everyone on your list. Yes, each 
message can be different, if you wish to spend more 
time composing them. 


When counting your traffic (to report each 
month for certificates and credit for your Section), 
each addressee gets a point.

Don’t wait. Just before a holiday, traffic swells and 
may take a little longer. Send your greeting now. 
Do it. All National Traffic Nets meet daily.

NORTH KOREA EXPEDITION POSTPONED

A 
delegation from North Korea will be attending the 
Beijing DX Convention and hopefully this will 
encourage them to promote Amateur Radio in their 
country. It is possible that they will return to North 
Korea and start operating on their own. Another 
bit of information is that JHIAJT, Zorro will be 


operating from P5 before the end of the year. In’ 


light of all this, one should stay close to the radio 
if you want to work this new one. It is likely to 
appear on the air with little notice. 


SCARBOROUGH REEF 


As of October 1, the DXAC has NOT 
submitted its report to the membership Services 
Committee. They have until November 1 to do so. 
If no report is submitted by that date, the MSC 
will act on the issue just using the Awards 
Committee report. If that is the case, Scarborough 
will become a new DXCC Country. The vote on 
Pratas is also scheduled for November 1995.

PHASE 3D LAUNCH UPDATE 


In a Joint ESA/CNES press release dated 26 
September, 1995, a “revised Arne-5 launch 
timetable” was announced. The press release reads 
as follows: © | 


“Tests on the launcher’s cryogenic main stage 
have been under way in Kourou for a year and were 
to have ended in the third quarter of 1995 with the 
subassembly’s qualification. 


Many positive results were obtained over the 
summer but it was not possible to achieve some of 
the objectives set for that period and a number of 
malfunctions disrupted the tests, mainly as a result 
of problems encountered with operation of the 
ground facilities. 
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In addition, a leak in the oxygen feed line in the 
upper part of the stage and a hydrogen leak at thrust 


- frame level made it necessary to improve the leak- 


tightness devices in a number of circuits. 


Lastly, an incident on 1 September affecting 
the actuator system in the Vulcan cryogenic engine 
led the board set up to analyze the problem to 
conclude that the fault lay in the high-pressure oil 
distribution system, which was subject to a water- 
hammer effect. Measures were immediately taken 
to reinforce the circuit and repair work on the 
Vulcain engine was completed. 


An overall verification test without a firing will 
be carried out early in October to validate the 
changes made to the stage. It will also provide an 
opportunity to check that the test systems are 
operating properly. 


A detailed review of the time schedule has been 
carried out to take account of the qualification 
objectives that have already been met and those 
that remain for the launcher as a whole (systems, 
stages, subassemblies and ground facilities). 


All this work means that the start of the 501 
campaign is now planned for early February 1996 
with a view to the 501 flight taking place in late 
April and the 502 flight in September. 


The European Space Agency has delegated the 
management of its Ariane-5 program to CNES, the 
French space agency.” 


It is the Ariane 502 flight on which Phase 3D 
is manifested. That flight was previous the ESA/ 
CNES release confirms that Phase 3D will not be 
launched before September. 


He was disappointed at the news, but noted that 
these things can often be expected in any 
development program and, he added, “Ariane 5 is 
a very ambitious development program, but one 
which I am confident will result in great success 
for ESA - both technically and from the 
commercial standpoint”.

At the second meeting of BARG in September, 
Mike Marcus of the FCC gave the club a 
presentation on spread spectrum. .In spread 
spectrum communications, a transmitter signal is 
spread out, or smeared out, across much more 
bandwidth than is. used- for ordinary 
communications. Such spreading permits 
communication with improved clarity of much less 
power, and so reduces interference between users 
in RF-crowded areas. | 


Until recently, spread spectrum has been 
banned from the amateur service because the 
modulation methods needed to produce spread 
spectrum signals are akin to encryption. The two 
best-known methods of spread. spectrum 
modulation are Direct Sequence and Frequency 
Hopping. 


In Direct Sequence modulation, the signal (a 
stream of data bits) is modulated in such a way as 
to appear on a spectrum analyzer as a low, wide 
hump not far above the noise level, in contrast to 
the usual narrow, tall spike which most transmitters 
produce. This low profile, combined with the 
“signature” it carries (which results from the 
particular digital code used for the modulation), 
Sakai: the raw RF power on the air, and the 

“signature” gives the intended receiver something 
to lock on to, much like the capture.effect in FM 
communications. “Strange” receivers, which 
almost certainly would not have the correct digital 
code to demodulate signals not intended for them, 
would receive only noise. 


In Frequency Hopping, the transmitted signal 
still has the usual tall, narrow-bandwidth shape, 
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but instead of being fixed on some center frequency 


it is made to jump around, seemingly at random, 
as far as a few megahertz from its assigned center 
frequency. The pattern of this jumping around is 
again governed by a digital code which must also 


_be possessed by the receiver, so that it can follow 
_the transmitter as it hops many times a second from 


one frequency to the next. 


Interference can still occur when two 
transmitters land on the same frequency, but only 
for the small fraction of a second before the 


_ transmitters jump to another frequency. So some 
interference is inevitable as the various signals 


weave in and out between each other, but it happens 


infrequently enough that little or no information is 
lost. Again, “strange” receivers would receive only 


bits and pieces of any particular transmission 
because it would lack the code necessary to follow 
the transmitter around. 


The FCC has been reluctant to allow any spread 
spectrum transmissions in the amateur service 


-because of its encryption-like qualities, but after a 


decade-long argument in its halls, according to 
Mike, the FCC in 1992 granted a Special 
Temporary Authorization to Robert Buaas, 
K6KGS, and others for the purpose of 
experimenting with spread spectrum transmissions 
and to determine their compatibility with existing 
modes. The STA is still in force, and anyone with 
a bona fide interest in spread spectrum may contact 
Mr. Buaas at 20270 Bancroft Circle, HMnBSete) 
Beach, CA 92646.

If the signal 
is strong, bring up the patch and let the station at 
the scene talk directly to the emergency operator.

In all cases, MAKE SURE THAT THE 911 OP- 
ERATOR IS AWARE OF THE ACCIDENT’S 
LOCATION. The dispatcher’s automatic telephone 
number tracking system will record the location 
of the telephone MAKING the call. This could 
produce a dispatching error by showing the address 
of the repeater’s telephone or that of the base sta- 
tion making the call, rather than the actual loca- 
tion of the emergency. The repeater was also used 
as part of the support for the Red Cross emergency 
drill on August 26.

He also 
reported the death of Earl Sharar, KA4HHU; 
although Earl was not a QCWA member, he had 
attended our meetings as a guest. 


ARRL Roanoke Division Director John 
Kanode, N4NM, commented on FCC and ARRL 
happenings. Congressional suggestions that the 
FCC should be abolished has completely 
demoralized that organization. Enforcement 
activities are nonexistent, and no one knows the 
Commission’s future. Nothing is happening with 
vanity call signs; this project is sitting on the desks 
of the Commissioners. 


ARRL is pushing for action on the International 
Amateur Radio Permit, which will be discussed at 
the forthcoming IARU Conference. The League is 
expected to implement this in the US when 
approved. The Virginia State ARRL Convention 
at Virginia Beach was scheduled for the coming 
weekend. 


WARC-95 will take place in October and 
November. The long standing treaty prerequisite 
for a Morse code requirement for licensing 
operators for frequencies below 30 MHz may 
become optional; if so, many countries may drop 
it. MARS stations no longer use CW for 
communications. 


At 1:45 PM Perry introduced Robert Elliott, 
Deputy Director of the Emergency Medical 
Preparedness Office at the Veterans Administration 
Medical Center in Martinsburg, West Virginia, as 
the speaker. Mr. Elliott retired from the US Army 
in 1992, after 35 years of service, and has been 
with the VA ever since. His office provides medical 
assistance in cooperation with DOD and other US 
agencies during large scale emergencies; in fact, a 
high level of activity was in progress during his 
talk because of the disaster caused by Hurricane

Marilyn in the US Virgin Islands and Puerto Rico. 


A videotape showed how the VA/DOD 
contingency plan for handling military casualties 
operates in time of war. It uses VA medical facilities 
as a backup for military hospitals overloaded by a 
large influx of patients, and is coordinated by the 
Emergency Preparedness Office in Martinsburg, 
which is a national headquarters. A series of 
VueGraph slides showed the organization of the 
Veterans Administration and how his office 
functions within the overall structure. They also 
included mission descriptions and contingency 
plans. 


Mr. Elliott said that a radio club has been 
authorized in Building 13-A at the VA Hospital, 
but is not yet operational. He has antennas, but no 
other equipment so far. His disaster teams were at 
that moment in the Virgin Islands dealing with the 
aftermath of Marilyn. He hoped that amateur radio 
could provide temporary communications for the 
next two days, and listed 20-meter frequencies 
expected to be used. He asked that they be 
monitored until Friday, when telephone 
communications should be restored; any messages 
should be forwarded to his office. 


After a short question and answer session, the 
meeting was adjourned at 2:43 PM. The next 
meeting will be on November 15 at Carpers Valley 
Golf Club.

6846980. Term limits for officers will be discussed 


and voted on. The Board recommends 2-year limits 
unless there are no other nominees for any specific 
position. A by-law change is proposed which would 
not permit an individual to serve on the Board if 
he is the sponsor of, or the representative of a group 
that sponsors, an uncoordinated repeater. 


The dues structure, which was revised last year, 
will be on the agenda again. And a policy change 
is proposed for the repeater directories to delete 
listings of repeaters which are under construction, 
but not yet in full operation. A discussion of the 6 
Meter band plan to provide for 500 kHz-spaced 
repeaters is planned, along with discussion of band 
plans for 2 M. and the higher bands to possibly 
provide more spectrum for the incréasing amount 
of packet operations. We hope representatives from 
all the different spectrum user groups will be 
present. 


We’ll have committee reports from the 
ombudsman program, the new computer system, 
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the Independent Committee for Arbitration, and the 
October 7th National Coordinator’s Conference at 
St. Louis. 


In order to vote at this meeting, your 1995 dues 
must have been paid prior to the meeting - please 
send your dues to the address above immediately, 
if they are not up to date. Dues for the 1996 year 
can be paid at the meeting, or mailed in, but they 
aren’t actually due until January 1st. 


In addition to the elected officers/board 
members, several other volunteers are needed, 
including a secretary and assistant for the 
coordinating committee. We can also use a 
“computer nerd”, assistants for the ombudsman 
program, and a few dedicated members for the 
coordinating committee. 


The next question in our series about 
coordinators is “What kind of problems do 
coordinators have?” 


There are probably two main problem areas. 
First are problems created by the few 
uncoordinated repeaters which pop up from time 
to time. These frequently cause problems for 
existing coordinated machines or for simplex users, 
and the coordinator has to deal with them. The 
second are problems caused by inappropriate 
frequency selection by users of the many dual-band 
radios which have built-in cross-band repeat 
capability. Often, problems caused by these 
operators go unknown to them, but they can create 
a lot of grief for the sponsors/users of some 
unknown repeaters. 


In many areas, the band plans provide 
frequencies for temporary, portable or emergency 
repeaters (sometimes referred to as “SNP - Shared, 
Non-Protected”). These should be used for 
temporary cross-band operation. Note that most 
dualband radios don’t have automatic station 
identification built in, so they might be operating 
illegally of BOTH the VHF and the UHF 
transmitters are not properly identified.

Other problems coordinators experience might 
include poor communications from adjacent-area | 
coordinators, problems created when a sponsor 
makes changes to his repeater without first 
contacting his coordinator, or when a sponsor 
moves but doesn’t advise his coordinator of the 
new address.
